tru ction. 
A. L. Gary , chairman of 
the local cou ncil, will get more de­ 
tails abou t his v isit when he attends 
the conference Thu rsday . 
The cou ncil appointed a committee 
to hav e charge of the “F<> u r-Minu te - 
H e n’y campaign here bu t ihe frames 
of the persons composing the com­ 
mittee will not be annou nced u ntil it 
is fou nd if they will serv e. One mo­ 
tion pictu re owner here has been in­ 
terv iewed and gladly consented to 
allow the u se of his theater for the 
campaign. 
The scheme is that -a battery of 
speakers be enlisted to edu cate the 
people in regard to the war.
